In thegodly, it isa biting 
alſo ofconſcience worme, remorſus; but by this byting, 
his biting is preuented: remorſe bringeth toorth amend.- 
ment,and thedaughter eatcth vpthe mother : it cauſeth 
repentance vnto ſaluation,not tobe repented of (2.Cor.7.10) 
like a ſudden affright, which curethan Ague, asin Da- 
uid,2.Sam.2 4.10. 

This feare is a good Vher to enter, but no good 
T utourtoperfett a Chriſtian : for when the Law, our 
Schoole-maſter ( Galat. 324.25.) bath plaid bis part with 
the rod of terrour, to whippevs to Chrift, being come 
into his bigh and Free-ſchole,we mult learne to learne, 
morefor /oue of learning,then for feare of beating. T his 
pricking feare doth very good ſeruice,asa ſharpe xeedle 
to make way for the thred of love to follow; whereby 
God and man being ſowed together, the thred holdeth, 
the needle is taken away.

onthe contrary (vntoward children as weare) becauſe 
we hope to find mercy with him,we fearc him nor, but 
prefuming on impunity, make the lefle conſcience of 
1mpietie. Doe yee fo (ſaith Moſes, Dent. 32.6.) Do ye ſo 
reward the Lord,0 fooliſh people and unwijſe ? is not hee thy 
Farber, that hath bought theeyhe that mate and proportioned 
thee? With what tace can we cal hims Father, with what 
heart can we thinke our ſelues to bee his ſonnes, feeling 
in vs no more feeling of deuout reverence ? 

T be Sunbeames colleRed in a burning glaſle, kindle The reaſons! 
a fire vpon certaine conditions, 44s. that the obiedF be 
combultible,and apt ro take fire,that it be held /i4 and 
fteddy,and that it be in aiuſt diſtance,neither roo farre 
off, nor yet t00 xeere, but as the beames may beſt vnite 
their force: we are not without a burning glaſſe.l am come 
(ſaith Chriſt, L#.12.46.)to put fire on the earth;& what is + 
my deſire but thatit be kindled? T hrough him Gods fa- 
therly loue [hineth vpon vs:heſtandethas mediator be- 
tween God and vs,receruing the beames of fauor, as his 
natural ſon,and zranſfu/ing them altogether vpon vs, his 
adopted brethren.Being then ſocleare a Sunſhine,and 
having ſo perfeRtaburning glaſſe, how comes it topaſle 
that ſo many of vs continue ſo cold, ſo keycold? ſurely 


there is ſome defeR,and failingin the conditions. Some

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hold the glaſſe roo farre off, and thinke of the mer 
cies of God in Chriſt, bur /:ghtly and confuſed :

ning : ſome hold it nor ſtill by ſteddy and fixed medita- 
tions, but ſuperficially glaunce vpon it, by ſpurts and fla- 
ſhes: and ſome others arc not of combuſtible matter; 
not ſo fitto be fired with the feare of his mercies, as to 
be feared with the fire of his iudgements. 

But we( beloued ) as wedelire with ſolide comfort 
of ſoule to call him Father , that not onely our heads 
may imagine, or our 79ngves diſcourſe, but alſo our 
conſciences may feele , that wee are his children: 
Let the confluence of all his gracious beames of loue, 
hcat our chill hearts, and our benummed hands with a 
dcuout feare of his name : Leteucry naming of this 
ſweet word Father, bee as the ſunne in his ſtrength 
to warme and rcuiuc our filiall obedience: fo that as 
often as wee call him Father , fo often wee remember, 
to paſſe the time of our dwelling here in feare. 

Here is good being ; here | could build tabernacles , and 
paſſe my time and dwelling on Gods fatherly goodnes; 
for his is none other but the houſe of God, and gate of hea- 
wen, But me thinkes, with Saint, 70h» Rewel.

and is called changeableyet is not changed;but one way | 
as you look on it,itbeareth vpon thered, another way 
itchiefly exprefſeth thegreene : even ſo in God there is 
an cquall temper of mercic and ivſtice, whoſe threds 
doc / _ rocrolle eachother : andif you ſtand onthe Wog 
right hand among his /onnes, the greene verdure of his ics, © 
goodneſle carrieth away the fight of his iudgements; 
but if you caſt your eyc on thelett (ideas one of his pri. 
ſoners, the red fiery hiew of hu a= ſeemeth to drowne 
the ſight ofmercie: Yea, the ſame day of Iudgement, 
Malacg.1.2.proucth both a conſuming furnace, and a 
cheerefullſun-ſhine : the obict makerh the difference: 
ſhall burne like an Ouen, and all that doe wickedly, ſhall bee 
ſtubble to burne therein : but verſe 2, vnto you that feare 
my name, ſhallthe Sunne of righteouſneſſe ariſe, and ſaluati- 
on ſhall be under his wings, &c. Wherefore as we before 
turned our faces to the Sunne to warme vs, [ yecathim 
Father | ſo let vs now turneabouttothe fireto heate vs; 
he {indgeth without reſpett of perſons, &c.]

T becuidence being thus giuen in,and the deedes be- 
ing apparent, both zhat they are,and what they are,their 
number and weight is taken: and as they that have done 
good hallall goe rmto exerlaſting life, lootthem,they thar 
haue done beſt,ſhall ſit krgbeſt inglory; not one of their 
good workes,(no,not a cuppe of cold water (Mat.10:42.) 
{hall ſlippe vnrewarded. And as they that hane done ell, 
{ball be caſt into everlaſting fire, ſothey that haue done 
worſt,{hall be plunged into deepeſt torments,not one of 
thcir villanies but ſhall haue his ſcourge.

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crecy? 'will eucry offence call for his ſeuerall plague? 
and (hall we not feare to heape wp wrath againſt the day of 
wrath ?

Ariſtotle writeth,that the 4/mong tree being growne 
old and barren, muſt haue wa-lesdriuen into the rncan;! 
whereby the ſuperfluous gummy humour being ler 
ont,it becommetrh fruitfull anew. How bappy ſhould 
I thinke mylabour,if I conlddrine this natle of feare in- 
to the roote of your hearts; not only you ancients, who 
haue the Almond tree flouriſhing in your heads ( Erelefraf. 
12.5.) but you youngers alſo,that haue nced of prick- 
ing phebo;omy,to cuacuate that luxuriant, and ſapera- 
bundant humour ofpreſumptuous boldnefle ? that fo ' 
becomming fruitfell in a//good workes, the pricking of 
this naile of feare,may prevent the fe/ing of thataxe of 
furie,which is laid 1athe roote of the tree, hereby every 
tree which bringeth nat forth good frust, is to be hewne 
downe,endcaſtinto endlefle fire, Matth.3.
